French Capital I’ Ices 
French capitalists are .shipping their capital to neighboring 
countries. 
Authorities in Valenciennes, near the Belgian border, 
say th at nearly three billion francs have been exported from that 
city to Belgium in the last three months. 
There is systematic 
encouragement of such transfers in Belgium, and the French glady 
avail themselves of the privilege. 
That French capital is fleeing ijom taxation. 
The govern­ 
ment has been planning heavier taxes lately, to save the value of 
the franc and extricate the country from its perilous position of 
near bankruptcy. 
It has even talked of capital levies. 
So far,! 
the French have not paid as heavy taxes as the other allies, and 
tax-paying even to a moderate degree goes much against the grain 
of the thrifty French folk. 
This exportation of capital, however, is precisely what the 
French criticised the Germans so severely for, a little while ago. 
I t is unlikely th at they will get out of the hole until they face the 
situation as honesty as the British did from the first, and a* the 
Germans have now begun to do.

Authorities in Valenciennes, near the Belgian border, 
say Hi:*t nearly three billion francs have boon exported from that 
city to Belgium in tho last three months. 
There is systematic 
encouragement of such transfers in Belgium, and tho French glady 
avail themselves of the privilege. 
That French capital is fleeing fyom taxation. 
The govern­ 
ment has been planning heavier taxes lately, to save the value of 
the franc and extricate the country from its perilous position of 
near bankruptcy. 
It has even talked of capital levies. 
So far, I 
the French have not paid as heavy taxes tis the other allies, and 
tax-paying even to a moderate degree goes much against tho grain 
of the thrifty French folk. 
This exportation of capital, however, is precisely what the 
French criticised the Germans so severely for, a little while ago. 
It is unlikely that they will get out of the hole until they face the 
situation as honesty as the British did from the first, and as the 
Ge rmans have now begun to do.

STOCKHOLM. April. 
Reorganiza­ 
tion of the defense of Sweden has been 
proposed to the Rigsdag by the lather 
government.

Germany is tired of bt ing an outcast, anil wants to get I ack 
into the European sisterhood of powers. For that, she says, she is 
willing to bind herself to be good and play fair. She will acquiesce 
in her present eastern and western frontiers, with the pus&il Ie ex­ 
ception of (he Polish boundary, and pledge herself not to seek «n> 
change in th a t except by peaceful methods. She refuses to regard 
the Versailles treaty ac the last word, hut asks only a voice herself 
in making changes to fit now conditions. 
The B ritish government encourages this attitude, and is w ill­ 
ing to adm it Germany to the league of nations, give lier the place 
on the league council reserved for her in the covenant, and start 
from there to guarantee European peace with both sides sit­ 
ting at the table with all their cards face up. 
France may agree to this. 
It seems to give her as much as 
she can hope to get by a m other procedure. Germany, no doubt, 
deserves punishm ent; but the allie s have been u n a b le , in seven 
years, to devise any way of punishing her severely without punish­ 
ing themselves at tin* same time. 
The British rejection of “ o n e -s id e d pacts directly pointed at 
Germany’’ seems logical, after all the fruitless efforts hazed on 
such pacts. 
Welcoming Germany to a common council table is 
worth trying, if only as a new experiment. At the worst, it is bet­ 
ter to have a suspected enemy when* you cen watch him. If France 
can see things in this light, the o u tlo o k for world peace will bi* 
more rosy.

The “valorization’’ of the German national debt is an inter- ( 
es ting procedure. 
The German government is refinancing if.*j 
internal debt at 5 cents on the dollar. War and pre-war bonds w ith , 
a lace v a lu e d 70,000,000,000 gold marks xviii be called in and in 
exchange for them the holders will be given bonds amounting 
to 3,500,000,000 gold marks. 
Thus Germany reduces her na­ 
tional debt, exclusive of reparations, at one stroke from about 
$17,000,000,000 to less than $1,000,000,000. 
it am ounts to stupendous robbery of the German people and 
of the foreign sypmnthizers, including many Americans, who 
bought the German securities in good faith. 
Most <>t the bonds, 
it is true, are now held by speculators; wherefore there is a slight 
concession given to those who have held their bonds more than 
five years. 
But the original investors were moved to sell their 
holdings only after deliberate inflation of German currency had al­ 
ready made all government paper of little value. 
The present re­ 
valuation of I cuds is of a piece with the original wrecking of Ger­ 
man money values. 
Thus Germany has shifted the cost of the war, as far as na­ 
tional loans arc concerned, to those who lent Germany the money 
to carry on the war. 
It is hard on them.

French Capital Flees 
French capitalists are shipping their capital to neighboring 
countries. 
Authorities in Valenciennes, near the Belgian border, 
say th at nearly three billion franca have been exported from that 
city to Belgium in the last three months. 
There is system atic 
encouragement of such transfers in Belgium, and the French glady 
avail themselves of the privilege. 
That French capital is fleeing fyom taxation. 
The govern­ 
ment has been planning heavier taxes lately, to save the value of 
the franc and extricate the country from its perilous position of 
near bankruptcy. 
It has even talked of capital levies. 
So far, 
the French have not paid as heavy taxes as the other allies, and 
tax-paying even to a moderate d’egree goes much against the grain 
of the th rifty French folk. 
This exportation of capital, however, is precisely what the 
French criticised the Germans so severely for, a little while ago. 
I t is unlikely th a t they will get out of the hole until they face the 


s itu a tio n as honesty as the British did from the first, and a s the 
Germans have now begun to do.
